Mr.  Hunter's  book  is  a  revelation  as  regards  the  famous  Gothic  tapestries  now 
on  this  side. 

It  has  come  to  the  point  where  a  knowledge  of  tapestries  today  is  part  of 
a  liberal  education  in  the  arts.  Indeed  the  wonderful  texture  and  vibrant 
atmosphere  of  the  Early  Gobelins,  for  example,  make  them  superior  to  any 
monumental  form  of  flat  art.  The  drawing  and  composition  are  extraordinary. 
The  personages  are  real  living  beings  with  character  expressed  in  every  face. 
There  is  life,  too.  No  pose,  no  action  of  bird  or  beast  was  too  difficult  or  too 
elusive  for  the  pencil  of  the  cartoonist  who  made  their  designs.  Fountains  fall 
with  the  motion  of  real  water,  and  the  colour  of  the  beautiful  floriated  back- 
grounds is  perennial. 

Tapestries,  too,  have  been  dragged  from 
isolated  splendor  in  museum  and  gallery  to 
play  a  practical,  tangible  part  in  modern 
schemes  of  house  decoration.  There  are 
endless  suggestions  in  tapestry  for  hangings 
or  furniture-coverings — and  though  one  may 
not  be  fortunate  enough  to  own,  say,  a 
genuine  Gobelin-Boucher,  there  are  looms  in 
New  York  making  very  creditable  copies.  A 
fine  piece  of  tapestry  is  as  decorative  as  a 
painting  and  a  source  of  genuine  pride  to  the 
possessor.  The  architect,  decorator  and 
home-owner  who  would  know  tapestries  —

Apollo  to  shoot  Orion,  or  Psyche 
displays  her  treasures  to  her 
envious  sisters,  lovely  as  only 
perfect  tapestry  figures  can  be.
